Home Freezers Lead 
Demonstration Meet 


Home freezers are fast becom­ 
ing a pa;t of the food preserva­ 
tion eq uipment in rural homes. 
This method of food preservation 
is enabling the homemaker to do 
a better job of providing the fam- 
| ily with fresh vegetables the y ear 
I 


around according to Loreta Allen, 
Jones County Home Demonstra- 
| tion Agent. 
j 
A good supply of vegetables is 
needed for balancing the diet, 
and home freezing or using a 
freezer locker box to store sur­ 
plus vegetables for later use is 
one sure way to have them when 
they are needed. 
Several factors will have a 
bearing on the q uality of the fro­ 
zen vegetables and these should 
be kept in mind when vegetables 
are being prepared for freezing. 
Speed is important 
and 
there 
should be no delay s from the time 
the vegetables are gathered until 
processed and stored. 
She points out that vegetables 
begin to lose food value and flavor 
as soon as they are gathered. 
During the summer months, she 
say s it is best to gather the vege­ 
tables early in the morning, but 
be sure they have reached their 
peak in flavor and texture for 
freezing does not improve their 
q uality . 
It is necessary to scald vege­ 
tables in boiling water, before 
freezing, to prevent loss of q ual­ 
ity and to preserve the 
vitamin 
content. 
Freezing alone does not 
stop the enzy me action in vege­ 
tables and if they are not scald­ 
ed, this action will cause undesir­ 
able odors to develop along with 
the loss of flavor and color. 
Each vegetable req uires a dif­ 
ferent scalding time. When vege­ 
tables 
are 
properly 
scalding, 
packaged, processed and stored j 
at about 0 degrees F._ they will 
retain their q uality for one y ear. 
The vegetables that connot be 
successfully frozen are: tomatoes, 
and salad greens, such as lettuce, 
parsley , endive, cabbage, celery 
and onions.

A fungus—the same one same 
one that causes food to mold— 
causes ringworm. 
I t’s one of the 
world’s most common ailments, 
with authorities estim ating that 
half of the world’s population is 
affected. 
It is more commwt tips 
time of year than any other. 
Animals get it too 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact, cats, dogs, rabbits, 
mice an« l fowls are frequently 
the source of infection in man. 
A 
child plays with an infected dog, 
the dog’s hair brushes the chilcL 
and the child stands an excellent 
chance of ringworm infection. 
The scales which are formed 
can cause new infections on the 
body, so an infected person has 
to be careful to keep it from 
spreading. 
Advanced cases exude 
a clear, runny fluid—it “weeps”, 
as doctors say, and the fluid can 
cayse breaking out on w hatever 
part of the liody it touches. Chil­ 
dren are especially vulnerable to 
scalp ringworm. 
Epidemics are 


usually started in schools or insti­ 
tutions. 
Sw imming pools, locker rooms, 
and gyms are potent sources of 
infection 
. Everyone has heard 
of “athlete’s foot.” 
It is nothing 
more than a type of ringworm. 
So is the so-called “barber's itch.” 
Preventive measures call 
for 
advoiding persons 
and 
animals 
known to tie infected 
Swimm­ 
ing pools, gyms, locker rooms and 
the like can do their part toward 
ringworm control hv boiling tow ­ 
els, swimming suits 
and 
their 
other public facilities for 30 m in­ 
utes. 
Foot baths are also w orth­ 
while. 


The best thing to do is to keep 
clean at all times. 
But if you 
happen to get ringworm, or if you 
have it now, it will he better for 
all concerned if you report to 
your family doctor immediately. 
H e’ll recommend medication de­ 
signed to shorten the course and 
lessen the severity of the infec­ 
tion.

Retail Sales of 
State Takes Dip 
Of 5?, In March 


Texas retail sales dropped five 
per cent from March to an es­ 
timated $417,000,000 in April ac­ 
cording to a report received this 
week from the University of Tex­ 
as Bureau of Business Research. 
April sales of Texas retailers 
were three per cent above a year 
ago, however. 
Durable goods store sales fell 
11 per cent from March to more 
than offset the twTo per cent gain 
for nondurable goods stores. 
In 
comparison with the same month 
of la*t year, durable goods store 
sales picked up 13 per cent as con­ 
trasted to a four per cent decline 
for nondurable goods stores. 
Hardware stores turned in a 
three per cfcnt rise from March in 
their April sales- while other dur­ 
able goods stores turned in de­ 
clines. 
Sales of jewelry stores 
were down five per cent; furni­ 
ture, seven per cent; lumber and 
building materials, 10 per cent; 
and motor vehicle dealers, 1 5 per 
cent. 
Most types of durable goods 
stores surpassed their year-earl­ 
ier sales records in April. 
Lum ­ 
ber and building material dealers 
tallied a 19 per cent increase; 
household appliance stores, 16 per 
cent; motor vehicle dealers, 14 
per cent ;and hardware 
stores, 
eight per cent. 
Jew elry stores and farm im­ 
plement dealers registered sales 
decreases of 11 and 18 per cent, 
respectively, from April 1949, for 
the only declines among durable 
goods stores. 
In the nondurable goods line, 
appareL vountry general, and the 
general merchandise stores bene­ 
fited from last ^minute Easter 
buying, their sales increases over 
the preceding month ranging from 
one per cent for general merchan­ 
dise to 22 per cent for men’s and 
boys’ clothing stores. 
An early Easter this year kept 
apparel store sales seven per cent 
below those of last April. 
Fam ­ 
ily clothing store sales dipped two 
per cent; men’s and boys’ cloth­ 
ing stores .three per cent; and 
women’s 
speciality 
and 
.shoe 
stores, 11 per cent. 
Sales of food stores were off 
tw’o per cent; general merchan­ 
dise stores, five per cent; depart­ 
ment stores seven per cent; and 
florists, 10 per cent.
